St. Paul, M a r c h 2 —A bill to com­ 
bine the convention and primary sys­ 
tems in making nominations for state 
offices was reported to the house com­ 
mittee on elections W ednesday by the 
subcommittee 
named last week 
to 
frame the bill. 
The bill is a substitute for the Ole 
Peterson bill, and applies the proced­ 
ure of that bill only to the state ticket. 
It 
makes no change 
in the 
present 
primary law with regard to nomina­ 
tions for congress, for judgeships, leg­ 
islature, bounty and city offices. 
The bill provides for caucuses to be 
held by all parties on the same date 
in June to select delegates to the coun­ 
ty conventions, and 
the counties in 
turn are to elect delegates to the state 
conventions. 
At the state convention 
but one ballot is to be taken for each 
tifflce, and the three candidates receiv­ 
ing the highest vote will be placed on 
the primary election ballot in Septem­ 
ber. 
The people will m ake their nom­ 
inations for the state ticket by direct 
vote, from this list. 
Two bills, designed to prevent com­ 
binations upon fire 
insurance rates, 
were offered in the house, one by G. 
W. Thompson of Rice county and the 
thor by W. TI. Putnam 
of Goodhue 
county. 
To reach such a combination, 
Mr. Thompson 
would compel 
every 
fro insurance company doing business 
in the state to state under oath that It 
was in no 
wise connected 
with any 
combination. Where such a statement 
is proven to be false he would have the 
penalty of perjury incurred. 
Representative Putnam in his bill 
puts the entire m atter up to the insur­

and demands of 
him that he immediately deprive acy 
company of its rights to do business in 
the state, if trust methods nre shown.

Question Arises as to Who Was 
Real Trespasser and En#- 
strom Breaks in 
Yesterday morning Sheriff O. P. 
Erickson swooped down on Funil Lng- 
strom, the Svea saloon keeper on Sixth 
street, and with an execution belong­ 
ing to the To he ad Vineyard company 
for something like $70, in his hand and 
backed up by the law ordered the prop­ 
rietor out of his own place and put a 
chain and padlock on the door.

ta ch ed to the bill restricting the' $10 a 
day limit for expenses of United States 
judges so that expenditures above $5 
a day shnll be certified upon proper 
vouchers, with the further proviso that 
in case a judge presents a false elaim 
for expenses ho shall be fined not less 
than $100, and imprisoned for not less 
than ten days.

mileage of senators and mem bers for 
attending the second 
session of the 
present congress, about the legality of 
which some question was raised.

vice from Honolulu officials before tak­ 
ing any step regarding the* business 
Ufairs of Mrs. Stanford, which were 
intimately connected with the great 
university which she and her husband 
founded at Palo 
Alto.

$38,000,000 in property
